Queensboro, April 30, 1910. 
To Tuer Epiror or THe Review: 


Dear Sir :—This is a statement of a 
7 days record of a cow owned by F. 
R. Mallory, frankford, Ont. 

Her name is May Echo, a registered 
pure bred Holstein cow. 

She produced in the 7 days 663.7 lbs. 
milk and 20,4058 lbs. butter fat. On 
the 80% basis is equivalent to 25.50 
lbs. butter, average milk r day 
94.81 lbs., average fat in milk 3.07, 

This cow was milked 4 times per 
day, every 6 hours, I saw her milked 
ever$ time and weighed the milk and 
tested it with the Babcock Tester. 

Mr. Ed. Mallory, a_ brother of F. R. 
Matlory, had. another pure bred 
Holstein giving 80 Ibs. milk per day, 
testing 3.% butter fat, but I did not 
make an official test of her. 

[ would strongly advise the farmers 
to try and get into this breed of cows, 
and try and raise the average pro- 


_| duction per cow from 2,800 Ibs. in six 


months to at least 4,500 lbs. of milk. 
These figures are correct and official 
and I hope the farmers will read them 
carefully and think it over and make 

some effort to improve their stock.

London, Ma King Edward

Besides the nearest relatives in 
England, the Duke of Fife and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury were in the 
death chamber. The King's brother, 
the Duke of Connaught, with his fam- 
ily, is at Suez, hastening home from 
Africa. The King’s daughter, Queen 
Maud of Norway, will start for Eng- 
land to-morrow. 

The intelligence that the end of 
King Edward's reign had come was 
not a surprise at the last, the people 
had been expecting to hear it any 
hour since the evening's bulletin was 

ted at Buckingham Palace and 
lashed throughout the kingdom, 

The capital received it without ex- 

citement, but sadly, for the King with 
his own people was unquestionably 
one of the most popular rulers in the 
world, 
_ The fashionable restaurants were 
{eae emptying, and a few groups of 
ate theatre-goers were making their 
way homeward through the rain, 
while a small crowd still hung about 
the palace, when the streets were fill- 
ed suddenly with newsboys crying: 
“Death of the King!” The papers 
were quickly seized, and the people 
discussed the momentous event quiet- 
ly and soon dispersed.

The body lies in the King’s cham- 
ber, in the northwest wing of the 
Buckingham “@alace, which ia bril- 
liantly lighted, while the rest of the 
great gloomy building, with the ex- 
ception of Lord Knollys’ office, is en- 
tirely darkened 

It was nearly half an hour after the 
King breathed his last when Lord 
Knollys walked into the office and 
said to the waiting reportera: “Gen- 
tlemen, His Majesty is dead.” 

The people outside the palace only 
learned the newa when boys appeared 
with papers. In the meantime the 
Prince and Princess of Walesa that 
were had taken leave of the other 
members of the royal family at the 
main entrance soon after midnight. 
They drove directly to Marlborough 
House. Princess Victoria, who is her 
mother’s constant companion, remain- 
ed with the Queen. The others of the 
family followed the Prince and Prin- 
cess of Wales.

lors has been issued by Sir Almaric 
FitzRoy, clerk of the council, con- 
vening the council in the throne 
room of St. James’ Palace at 
two o'clock this afternoon, when 
the councillors with “*with ~ one 
voice and the consent of tongue and 
heart, publish and proclaim that the 
high and mighty Prince George is 
now, by the death of our late sove- 
reign of happy memory, become our 
only lawful and rightful liege lord, 
George V., by the Grace of God, King 
of the United Kingdom of Great Bri- 
tain and Ireland, Defender of ths 
Faith and Emperor of India, to whom 
we do acknowledge all faith and con- 
stant obedience, with all hearty and 
humble affection, beseeching God, by 
whom kings and queens do reign, to 
bless the royal Prince George V. with 
long and happy years to reign over 
us. 
_The new King, after this proclama- 
tion, will address the council and pro- 
mise to reign as constitutional sove- 
reign. At the end of the meeting 
King George will issue his first -pro- 
clamation, requiring all officjals to 
proceed with their duties, Fenerly 
all offices, including the counbillors, 
Were vacated on the death of the 
sovereign.

The 
wedding took place at the Chapel 
Royal, St. James, the Duke of York 
wearing the uniform of captain in 
the royal navy and being supported 
by his father, the then Prince of 
Wales, and his uncle, the Duke of 
Edinburgh. 

Four children have been born to 
the royal ‘couple, the heir apparent 
being Edward Albert Christian George 
Patrick David, whose birth occurred 
at White Lodge on June 23, 1894. The 
three others in sequence are: Albert 
Frederick Arthur George, born Dee. 
14, 1895; Victoria Alexandra Alice 
Mary, April 25, 1897, and Henry Wil- 
liam Frederick Albert, March 31, 1900.

Many farmers fail in the use of 
commercial fertilizers because they 
do not realize that nature stores 
up in the virgin soil large quanti- 
tities of humus which has been 
steadily depleted by each crop. 
The use of barnyard manure will 
increase the amount of humus. One 
of the chief advantages of commer- 
cia. fertilizer is that it has no hu- 
mus, thus lessening its bulk and 
enabling it to be shipped long dis- 
tances, which could not be profit- 
ably done if it contained bulky hu- 
mus, as stable manure does.

reign, with a capacity that will rank 
him among the ablest kings of Eng- 
land. Just on the eve of his corona- 
tion there was a thunderbolt message 
to the effect that. he was dying, and 
the ceremonies had to be postponed. 
All the world watehed anxiously while 
his operation was proceeded with and 
finally amid great rejoicing he was 
again restored to health. 

In the nine years of his reign King 


Edward earned for himself the name 
of peacemaker of Europe. His wide 
family relations, his unfailing cour- 
tesy and his keen diplomatic ability 


have several times saved delicate 
Situations in Europe. His entente 


cordiale with France, secured after a 
meeting with President Fallieres, his 
numerous meetings with Emperor 
William of Germany, his nephew, 
visits to the Czar of Russia and a host 
of audiences and interviews with 
foreign ambassadors and potentates 
have done more than anything else to 
preserve the peace of the world. 

Of late years the brief holidays of 


the late King were almost always 
spent on the continent. He generally 
traveled when abroad as the Earl of 


Chester and sometimes as Baron Ren- 
frew. A private saloon carriage, which 
cost $35,000, was kept at Boulogne for 
his use. His trips were exceedingly 
expensive, both he and the princess 
being lavish in their tastes. 

In his love for sports the late mon- 
arch when he was Prince of Wales de- 
voted much attention to yachting. He 
looked forward each year to the re- 


gatta at Cowes, where he first won 
the Queen’s cup in 1877 with his 
schooner Hildegarde. He was also 


fond of horse-racing and won some of 
the most historic of the English turf 
events. 

Albert Edward was initiated into 
the mysteries of Freemasonry in Swe- 
den in 1368 and was elected grand 
master of England in 1876.

The 
Imperial Institute and the Colonial 
Institute, the centres of metropolitan 
colonial life, were largely the result 
of his energy and enthusiasm. 

King Edward was probably better 
liked personally in France than any 
other European sovereign. Certainly 
he showed more sympathy with the 
French temperament than ever his 
mother did. Yet the analysis to which 
he was subjected by even friendly 
writers in Paris was at least as cyni- 
cal as it was appreciative. One of 
them, writing of him as the King, 
said: 

“He is made up of antitheses and 
contradictions. Physically you know 
him—a body which ought to have the 
strength of a giant and which has not 
lost the gracefulness of youth; a hand 
which seems ready to crush and yet 
does not shake the earth; a small ear, 
but one acutely open to the thousand 
sounds from the four corners of the 
globe; a blue eye, very gentle and 
smiling, which behind watchful brows 
seems always seaching in the dis- 
tance beyond the visible horison, but 
stops always on the nearest objects; 
a good indulgent smile on lips rather 
bitterly set. 2

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‘The Coronation Oath. 


London, May 13,—It is not ‘the ordi- 
mary ‘coronation oath’ which is so 
offensive to British Roman Cathulics 
as the ‘no popery’ declaration that 


King George will have to make when 
he opens the first Parlianient of his 


reign. The oath and the declaration 


are often confused, 
coronation is much wilder in its 
expressions than the declaration. 
‘The reason for the confusion between 
them is the circumstances that, 
ehould the coronation precede the 
meeting of Parliament, the declara- 
tion has to be made in the course of 
the coronation ceremony, thus, of 
course, becoming a coronation outb. 

There is no likelihood that King 
George will be crowned before he 
opens his tirst Parliainent. The form 
he must use in his declaration—em- 
bodied in a clause of the Bill of 
Rights of 1689, when England was in 
the throes of bitter anti-papal agita- 
tion, following the deposition of King 
James IT.—is as follows :— 

I, George, do solemnly and sincerely, 
and in the presence of God, profess, 
testify. and declare that I do believe 
that in the Sacrament of Our Lord's 
Supper there is not any 
substantiation of the a 
bread’ and wine into 
blood. of Christ at 
consecration thereof by any person 
whatsoever, and that the invocation 
of adoration of the Virgin Mary or
